The national committee rules 
further state they realize con- 
tests and prizes in themselves 
will not cause a better under- 
standing of our government, but 
will rather create a desire to 
know more about our govern- 
ment. 

As Crain pointed out, what 
seemed to have been forgotten 
was that the award was a 
scholarship to be used for fur- 
thering the recipient’s education, 
not for increasing the winner’s 
pocket money or a club’s treas- 
ury. 

Former winners have used this 
scholarship for the designated 
purposes. Don Ward who took a 
first place award is now working 
on a doctorate at Harvard.

The energy 
is now. transformed into the bend 
in the fiber-glass and returned 
to the vaulter as the pole 
straightens out. 

Finland al- 
most. became. an astronaut on 


Feb. 2 when he shocked the sports 
world by Vaulting 16-8%. Other 
vaulters who-have soared over 
16 feet are C. K. Yang, Dave 
Tork, Rolando Cruz, John Uelses, 
John Belitza, Brian Swindburg, 
Ron Morris and George Davies. 

Tork . said: he is in shape to 
vault 17 feet before the 1963 
track season is over, and Swind- 
burg believes an 18 foot vault is 
possible. 

Although astronomical heights 
have been reached indoors, the 
outdoor vaulting record has mov- 
ed up only three inches since. Cor- 
nelius “Dutch” Warmerdam, us- 
ing a bamboo pole, vaulted .15- 
7% in 1942.
